ANNUAL  REPORT  -  ASSESSORS  DEPARTMENT 
1984 


The  Board  of  Assessors  finalized  the  updating  of  all  real  and  personal 
property  for  fiscal  year  1984  and  at  a  public  hearing  held  February  7th, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  selected  a  residential  factor  to  determine  the 
percentages  of  the  tax  burden  to  be  borne  by  each  class  of  property  for 
fiscal  1984.  After  certification  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  the  fiscal 
1984  real  and  personal  property  bills,  with  estimated  tax  payments  shown 
as  a  credit,  were  mailed  on  April  3,  1984.  The  Board  of  Assessors  reviewed 
and  held  appointments  to  determine  a  fair  decision  on  over  valuation 
applications  resulting  from  the  program  of  updating. 

Proposed  new  property  assessments,  resulting  from  building  permits  issued 
during  the  preceding  year,  were  computed  by  the  Assessors  for  additional 
value  as  of  January  1,  1984.  Final  valuations  of  all  real  property  for 
fiscal  1985,  and  the  selection  of  a  residential  factor  to  determine  levy 
percentages  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  approval  by  the  Bureau  of 
Local  Assessment  for  the  tax  rate  on  September  25,  1984.  Fiscal  1985 
property  bills  were  mailed  October  12,  1984.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
1984 

During  1984,  the  Saugus  Board  of  Appeals  received,  held  hearings 
and  acted  on  106  petitions  from  Saugus  property  owners.   This  was 
exactly  the  same  number  received  in  1983- 

Hearings  on  these  petitions  were  held  on  twelve  different 
dates  throughout  1984,  with  the  greatest  number  of  applications, 
sixteen,  processed  in  September.   The  Board  continued  to  meet  the 
fourth  Thursday  of  each  month,  except  when  there  was  a  holiday  con- 
flict or  the  number  of  petitions  received  called  for  an  extra  meet- 
ing, as  in  November.   The  policy  continues  of  viewing  all  property 
before  the  meetings,  and  making  decisions  the  same  night,  except 
in  rare  cases  when  more  information  is  required  . 

Of  the  106  petitions  received  in  1984,  75  were  requests  to  vary 
town  zoning  by-law  measurement  requirements;  26  were  for  special  per- 
mits provided  for  in  the  zoning  by-laws  under  certain  specified  con- 
ditions; and  five  for  appeals  of  zoning  decisions  made  by  the  town 
building  inspector. 

Of  the  75  variance  requests  received  ,  twelve  were  allowed  to  be 
withdrawn  without  prejudice;  43  were  granted;  and  20  were  denied. 
Variances  granted  included  31  allowing  setback,  side  or  rear  yard 
distances  less  than  required  in  the  by-law;  nine  for  insufficient 
lot  area  (including  five  for  occupancy  permits  for  existing  struc- 
tures and  one  renewal  of  a  previously  granted  variance);  one  for 
height  (Resco);  and  two  for  insufficient  frontage.   Making  up  the 
20  denials  were  twelve  requests  to  build  new  structures  on  lots 
with  insufficient  area;  two  frontage  variances;  and  six  for  insuf- 
ficient yards .

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Of  the  26  requests  for  special  permits,  six  were  allowed  to  be 
withdrawn;  Ik   were  granted;  five  were  denied;  and  one  tabled  to 
January,  1985-   Special  permits  granted  included  three  for  acces- 
sory apartments  in  single-family  districts;  and  eleven  expansions 
of  non-conforming  structures.   Special  permits  denied  included  one 
accessory  apartment;  three  requests  to  expand  non-conforming  struc- 
tures; and  one  sign  in  a  neighborhood  business  district. 

Of  the  five  appeal  petitions  against  decisions  of  the  building 
inspector,  one  was  granted  the  petitioner;  two  were  denied;  one  was 
withdrawn;  and  one  tabled  to  January,  1985-

ANNUAL  REPORT- --BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


Permits  issued  for  major  construction  were  new  retail  stores  located  at 
880  Broadway  and  the  Ruben  Glass  Company  located  at  910  R  Broadway, 
Friendly' s  Restaurant  is  to  be  constructed  at  the  site  of  the  old  Santoro's 
building  located  at  777  Broadway.   Also,  an  office  building  is  to  be  con- 
structed at  20  Spring  Street. 

There  was  a  great  increase  in  new  residential  construction  from  1983  to  1984, 
which  is  attributed  to  Sheffield  Heights  with  seventeen  (17)  new  condominium 
buildings  consisting  on  one-hundred  forty  five  (145)  units  and  Sherwood 
Forest  located  at  Breakheart  Lane  with  three  (3)  buildings  consisting  of 
eighteen  (18)  units. 

There  were  fifty  five  (55)  new  single  homes  and  six  (6)  new  two-family  homes 
built  during  the  year.   Procopio  Construction  built  homes  at  Foliage  Drive, 
Oakridge  Drive,  DiBiase  Development  Corporation  constructed  homes  at  Juniper 
Drive  and  David  Drive  and  Paolini  Development  Trust  built  homes  at  Lincoln 
Avenue  and  Thistle  Road.   Also,  many  homes  were  constructed  in  various 
parts  of  the  town. 

Many  restaurant  renovations  were  performed  on  Route  I  during  1984.  Godfried's 
Restaurant  located  at  168  Broadway  built  a  new  addition,  the  Diamond  Head 
Restaurant  located  at  92  Broadway  enclosed  the  front  vestibule  to  serve  as 
a  passageway  to  the  dining  room  on  the  second  floor.   Also,  the  Lazy  Boy 
located  at  759  Broadway  added  an  addition  to  the  rear  of  their  existing 
building. 

Minor  renovations  took  place  in  various  parts  of  the  town.   The  Puritan 
Medical  Center  located  at  325  Central  Street  completed  interior  renovations 
to  its  existing  building,  Caldor  added  a  closed  vestibule  to  the  store  front, 
and  the  Northeastern  Fence  Company  remodeled  their  building.   Two  new  hair 
salons  were  remodeled  from  existing  stores,  for  example:  Great  Cuts  was 
formerly  Stacy's  clothing  store  and  the  European  Elegance  was  formerly 
the  Zenon  Jeweler's. 

A  telecommunication  tower  and  an  automatic  teller  machine  were  erected. 

There  was  a  great  increase  in  wood/coal  stoves  installed  last  year.  Solar 
collector  panels  were  also  popular  in  1984  as  in  the  previous  year.

Many  inspections  were  made  concerning  rough  and  final  inspections  on  homes, 
one-hundred  and  five  (105)  occupancy  permits  were  issued  and  letters  were 
sent  to  any  zoning  violations. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  heard  one-hundred  and  five  (105)  denied  building  permit 
applications  in  1984  due  to  insufficient  frontage,  area,  side,  back  or  rear 
yard  lot  lines.

Dear  Mr.   Smith: 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  our  appointment  to  the  Cable 
TV  Commission,  we  are  expected  to  make  an  annual  review  ,  evaluation 
and  report  to  you  regarding  the  Continental  Cable  Company  in  Saugus. 

As  you  know  deregulation  seriously  curtailed  the  input  of  the 
Commission  on  the  company  operation.   As  a  result,  our  Commission 
changed  its  meeting  schedule  from  mothly  to  once  every  three  months. 

We  met  om  January  12,  1984;  March  20,  1984;  June  14,  1984;  and 
September  13,  1984; 

For  the  most  part,  these  meetings  entailed  the  election  of  the 
Commission  officers,  the  reading  and  discussing  of  Mr.  Oakley's  reports 
of  progress  by  the  company  and  some  minor  discussions  and  suggestions 
by  the  Commission  to  Mr.  Oakley. 

As  far  as  the  Commission  is  concerned,  Continental  seems  to  be 
providing  Saugus  with  as  fine  an  arrangement  as  we  can  determine  by 
corapariiSfinwith  neighboring  communities. 

The  Saugus  High  School  Cable  TV  Network  has  provided  the  company 
with  one-night- a-week  of  programing  ranging  from  a  couple  of  hours 
to  as  much  as  6  hours.  Wednesday  evenings  have  been  reserved  for 
School  programming .   The  company  has  promised  to  deliver  a  little 
better  service  to  the  school  and  to  purcnase  a  in   deck  for  the  studio 
to  prevent  heavy  wear-and-tear  of  the  Town  equipment  but  nothing  has 
happened  yet  in  1984  or  1985. 

There  is  still  a  constant  request  for  live  coverage  of  the 
School  Committee  meetings  but  the  company  has  decided  against  this 
course  of  action. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  local  origination  directors  at  the 
studio.  While  there  is  less  friction  between  the  office  and  the 
community,  it  is  still  too  early  to  evaluate  effectiveness. 

In  accordance  with  your  wishes  we. will  continue  to  monitor 
the  progress  and  report  to  you.

The  Cemetery  Department  had  a  total  of  137  interments.   Sold 
137  new  gravesites.   Poured  45  cement  monument  foundations. 
Set  23  flat  markers  and  24  veterans  markers.   The  fees  were 
increased  in  May  and  the  new  Laurel  Section  was  opened,  which 
has  189  two  grave  lots.   Again  the  income  matched  or  exceeded 
what  was  appropriated  for  the  Cemetery  Department  in  both 
Salaries  and  Expenses. 

The  Cemetery  Department  income  was  $138,835.40  from  all  sources, 
including  Perpetual  Care  interest  income.   The  department  had

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT-1984 


^ 


The  Saugus  Conservation  Commission  had  thirty  (30)  public  meetings  in 
1984.  These  meetings  were  held  in  the  Conservation  Commission  Office  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall.  Meetings  were  generally  on  the  2nd  and  4th 
Tuesdays  of  the  month.   It  is  noteworthy  that  both  the  length  of  the  meetings 
and  the  overall  workload  of  the  Commission  appears  to  be  increasing.   This  may 
be  reflective  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  remaining  tracts  of  undeveloped 
land  in  the  Town  of  Saugus  are  Wetlands  or  abut  Wetlands. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (MGL  C.  131,  Sec.  40) 
and  the  Town  Wetlands  By-law,  the  Commission  held  39  public  hearings  in  1984. 
A  total  of  45  site  visits  by  the  Commission  were  made  in  conjunction  with  the 
hearings.  In  addition,  numerous  site  visits  were  made  on  unrelated  matters. 
The  results  of  the  39  public  hearings  were  as  follows:

The  public  hearings  included  a  number  of  projects  of  particular  signifi- 
cance to  the  Town  of  Saugus.   The  construction  of  a  new  steam  turbine  generator 
at  the  RESCO  plant  raised  special  problems,  particularly  those  caused  by  dis- 
turbance of  the  Salt  Marsh  and  shellfish  flats  and  discharge  of  heated  water 
into  the  Saugus  River.  During  the  weeks  of  public  hearings  on  the  project, 
Commissioners  also  raised  questions  about  the  impact  of  the  project  on  attempts 
by  the  Town  to  restore  and  beautify  the  Saugus  River  and  its  environs.   Finally, 
an  order  of  conditions  was  written.   The  Commission  declared  that  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  salt  marsh  was  virtually  dead  and,  therefore,  "insignificant".   In 
return  for  permission  to  lay  pipe  through  the  "dead"  area,  RESCO  agreed  to  re- 
store a  larger  section  of  adjoining  Marshland.  DEQE  objected  to  this  condition 
and  superceded  the  Commission's  order.   Subsequent  hearings  by  DEQE  resulted  in 
virtually  the  same  order  of  conditions.   At  the  present  time,  the  project  is 
underway  and  is  monitored  closely  by  this  Commission. 

Another  project  that  is  noteworthy  is  the  construction  by  NYNEX  of  an 
antenna  and  storage  shed  on  the  LeGrant  Stanley  property  on  Hawkes  St. /Cranberry 
Lane.   The  order  of  conditions  issued  for  this  project  resulted  after  an  agree- 
ment with  NYNEX  and  the  property  owners  to  remove  existing  violations  (which 
were  long-standing)  thus  restoring  a  brook  and  surrounding  swamp  to  its  original 
water-retention  capability.   It  is  our  hope  that  further  work  will  be  done  on 
this  Wetland  in  the  next  years  to  bring  about  its  complete  restoration. 
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As  previously  noted,  most  new  development  in  Saugus  is,  and  will  increasingly 
be,  on  or  near  existing  Wetlands.   For  example,  virtually  all  of  the  single  and 
multiple  dwelling  housing  developments  under  construction  in  Saugus  are  bound 
by  an  order  of  conditions  issued  by  the  Commission.  These  include  Sheffield 
Heights,  DiBiase  development  on  Juniper  Drive,  Grandview  Avenue,  Hillview  West 
and  Sherwood  Forest  Estates. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  can  ensure  that  new 
development  is  carried  out  in  a  way  that  is  compatible  with  our  Wetlands.  But 
we  are  concerned  that  the  unique  natural  resources  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  char- 
acterized by  its  Marshes  and  Ponds,  as  well  as  the  Saugus  River  and  its  natural 
watershed,  may  be  lost  forever  to  future  generations  of  Saugus  residents  if 
development  is  allowed  to  continue  indiscriminately  in  these  areas. 

For  this  reason,  the  Commission  has  increased  its  activities  in  land 
acquisitions  and  other  measures  to  preserve  and  protect  these  resources.   In 
1984,  the  Commission  sponsored  a  zoning  by-law,  the  first  of  several,  to  create 
a  no-build  zone  on  the  banks  of  the  Saugus  River  between  the  Ironworks  and 
Lincoln  Ave.  With  the  assistance  of  a  State  Self-help  Grant,  the  Commission  was 
able  to  purchase,  for  the  public  domain,  a  tract  of  land  along  the  river  near 
the  Elm  Street  Bridge.   A  second  acquisition,  in  Golden  Hills,  was  the  result  of 
collaboration  between  the  Commission,  the  Golden  Hills  Association,  the  Town 
Planner  and  Mass.  Department  of  Natural  Resources.  During  the  coming  year,  it  is 
anticipated  that  these  and  other  conservation  measures  by  the  commission  will  be 
increased.   A  subcommittee  of  the  Commission  consisting  of  Richard  Cucchiara, 
Marbaret  Crooker  and  Ann  Cyros  continues  to  work  on  this. 

The  work  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  assisted  greatly  by  the 
presence  of  engineers  among  the  members.  Notably,  Phil  Randazzo  and  the  late 
Henry  Seaver  on  the  present  Board.  However,  on  some  of  the  larger  and  more 
complex  projects  we  have  been  acutely  aware  of  our  need  for  additional  engineer- 
ing consultation.  The  Commission  is  expected  to  interpret  complex  hydrological 
statistics  and  other  environmental  engineering  data  that  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
deal  with.  In  1984,  under  the  leadership  of  Frank  McKinnon,  a  fee  scale  was 
established  for  applications  that  would  result  in  greatly  increased  fees  for 
large-scale  projects.  Monies  received  in  this  way  will  be  used  for  engineering 
consultation.  This  plan  is  based  on  a  system  now  in  effect  in  Revere,  Lexington 
and  other  cities  and  towns. 

Commission  member  during  1984  were:   Vincent  Cicolini,  Margaret  Crooker, 
Richard  Cucchiara,  John  Coffey  (who  resigned  when  his  term  expired  in  June), 
Ann  Cyros,  Frank  McKinnon,  and  Philip  Randazzo.   Peter  Deranian  was  appointed 
in  June  to  replace  John  Coffey.  Margaret  Crooker  was  reappointed  for  a  three- 
year  term.  Vincent  Cicolini  was  elected  Chairman,  replacing  Frank  McKinnon  who 
served  as  Chairman  during  1983-1984.  Margaret  Crooker  was  elected  as  Vice- 
chairman. 
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The  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  gi'eatly  enhanced  by  the  competent 
support  of  the  secretary  and  the  conservation  officers.   We  were  sorry  to 
see  Jean  Hynes  resign  as  secreatry  in  September  of  1934.   She  has  been  replace, 
by  Judy  Hughes.  The  conservation  officers  Larry  Nagle  (May  1-Cctober  jl)_ 
and  Harry  Crook er  (Kov,  1 -April  jO)   have  generally  spent  3  mornings  per  week 
in  the  field  and  two  in  the  office.  Both  have  worked  more  than  their  allotted 
20  hours  per  week.  Besides  monitoring  the  numerous  projects  for  which  orders 
of  conditions  have  been  written,  the  conservation  officer  has  issued  cease  and 
desist  orders  on  violations  of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act,  taken  22  violations 
to  Court,  screened  all  applications  for  building  permits  and  identified  those 
possibly  requiring  a  filing  with  the  Commission.  A  written  log  of  his  aaily 
activities  is  kept  by  the  officer.   In  addition  the  conservation  officer 
provides  a  report  to  the  commission  at  each  regularly  scheduler,  meeting.  This 
serves  to  continually  upuate  the  members  on  the  status  of  all  projects. 

The  commission  wishes  to  "thank  the  other  Town  Boards  ana  departments  as 
well  as  all  of  the  fellow  citizens  who  have  supported  our  efforts  in  the 
past  year.

The  Saugus  Council  on  Aging  have  held  their  regular  monthly  meetings  at  the 
Senior  Center  each  second  Monday  at  9:30  an  as  required  in  the  by-laws  with  a 
quorum  in  attendance. 

Nomination  and  elections  were  held  on  January  10,1984  with  Leslie  Shuckra 
elected  Chairman,  Frederick  Andrews  Vice  Chairman,  Ellen  Emond  Secretary  and 
May  Sullivan  Treasurer. 
JANUARY 

A  donation  of  $2,000  was  presented  to  the  Council  from  proceeds  of  the  1983 
Charity  Ball  conducted  by  the  Route  0ne  Businesmens'  Association  and  held  at 
Carusos'  .  These  funds  will  be  held  in  escrow  towards  a  future  min-bus  for  our 
elders,  as  voted  by  the  Council. 

We  find  that  our  attendance  at  the  Senior  Center  programs  and  drop-in  people 
have  increased.   This  is  brought  on  by  our  monthly  program  calendars  available 
at  the  Senior  Center  also  our  weekly  schedule  printed  in  four  (4)  newspapers: 
The  Lynn  Item,  Saugus  Advertiser,  Prime  Time,  Lynn  Sunday  Post  and  on  cable  TV3» 
To  add  to  public  awareness  our  Director  has  been  interviewed  weekly  on  Cable  TV 
when  she  presents  the  programs  for  the  week  ahead. 
FEBRUARY 

It  was  noted  that  periodically  the  Van  drivers  need  to  work  overtime  in  order 
to  return  riders  home  from  their  medical  appointments.  The  Council  recommend 
the  Friends  of  the  Senior  Center  assume  this  extra  pay.  This  was  voted  at  the 
February  meeting  and  has  been  in  force  since. 

Transportation  continues  to  be  a  problem  as  many  requests  are  for  medical 
rides  to  Boston,  Maiden,  Revere, Pea bodyand  other  surrounding  areas.  Our  Director/ 
coordinator  met  with  the  local  clergy  requesting  volunteers.   The  Assembly  of 
God  offered  to  heilp  us  with  their  van,  also  other  volunteers  from  their  parish 
assisted.  Since  car  insurances  have  increased  and  stipulate  riders  as  and  extra 
insurance  risk,  many  are  unwilling  to  help,  especially  out  of  town  rides.

Our  Seniors  Citizens  had  a  surprise  at  the  Flower  show  this  year  as  there  was 
a  replica  of  the  Saugus  Center  Monument  with  the  lanscaping  etc.  It  won  a  prize.

Federal  income  tax  volunteers  were  at  the  Senior  Center  each  week  helping 
the  Elders  with  their  forms.  From  February  on  to  April  they  processed  102  forms.

The  Saugus  Garden  Club  donated  large  cooking  pans  to  the  Center  as  an  appre- 
ciation for  allowing  them  to  have  a  meeting  in  the  building.  Word  really  gets 
around  as  to  our  needs! 

The  yearly  St. Patricks  Day  dinner  was  held  with  approximately  15 0  attending. 
APRIL 

Signs  of  spring  brought  many  requests  for  yard  work  and  through  the  help  of 
the  CCd  classes  and  boy  scouts  we  were  able  to  accommodate  many  during  this 
month  and  all  through  the  fall. 

During  the  weekly  health  programs  this  month  Cancer  and  the  risk  factors 
and  how  to  go  about  self  examinations  etc.  brought  a  great  deal  of  interest.

In  conclusion,  this  office  with  the  help  of  many  volunteers,  members 
of  the  Council  on  Aging  and  our  Director/coordinator  as  well  as  Friends  of  the 
Senior  Center  and  without  excluding  Greater  Lynn  Senior  Services,  we  have  been 
able  to  serve  our  Elderly  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

We  look  forward  to  promoting  newer  programs  and  services  this  coming  year 
and  hope  our  fiscal  problems  will  be  resolved  for  the  betterment  of  our  community 
and  our  constituents.

After  my  first  complete  year  as  your  Fire  Chief  I  look  back  with  great 
satisfaction  reviewing  1984. 

Certainly  the  major  step  was  the  action  of  the  Town  in  ordering  our  much 
needed  new  Pumper.  Thanks  to  you,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee, 
and  Town  Meeting  Members  this  has  been  done  and  we  eagerly  await  delivery 
now  scheduled  in  late  May  or  early  June. 

Our  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  has  had  a  huge  increase  in  activities  in  the 
past  few  years  and  in  recent  months.  When  one  stops  to  realize  that  every 
new  home,  condominium,  apartment  buildings  etc.  all  require  the  installation 
of  smoke  detectors  it  is  easy  to  understand  the  time  required  to  check  out 
such  units.  First  of  all,  they  must  bring  blueprints  to  the  Fire  Prevention 
Office  where  they  are  marked  by  Fire  Prevention  on  where  the  Detectors  must 
be  located.  After  completion  of  installation  an  appointment  has  to  be  set  up 
for  Fire  Pretention  to  go  to  the  unit  or  units  and  check  each  Detector  as  to 
its  proper  location  and  also  to  insure  it  is  in  working  order. 
The  installation  of  wood  stoves  also  take  up  considerable  time  as  they  have 
to  be  checked  for  compliance  with  our  fire  safety  regulations  before  the 
permit  is  issued.

blasting  permits,  school  and  nursing  home  inspections,  fire  drills,  and 
other  related  matters  concerning  Fire  Prevention  this  is  one  of  the  busiest 
sections  in  the  Department.  (See  Fire  Prevention  Report  attached.) 

As  you  can  see  by  the  attached  Arson  Report,  this  Bureau  was  also  busy 
during  the  past  year.  Please  note  that  of  sixty-four  (64)  structure  fires, 
the  cause  was  established  on  all  but  one  (1)  which  remains  Undetermined. 
This  represents  excellent  work  from  the  Arson  Bureau.  The  Arson  investigations 
are  handled  by  the  Executive  Officer  along  with  all  his  other  related  duties. 

All  Places  of  Business  are  inspected  by  the  Engine  Companies  during  the  course 
of  the  year.  This  includes  checking  for  proper  storage,  licenses,  electrical 
wiring,  emergency  lights,  necessary  Exits,  housekeeping,  etc.  These  inspections 
are  conducted  by  the  Firefighters  and  Officers  during  the  day,  and  they  are 
all  "In-Service"  in  the  event  of  a  fire  call. 

Annual  Hydrant  Testing  is  also  conducted  by  this  Department.  Every  hydrant  is 
tested  for  proper  opening  and  closing  with  a  Static  and  Resiual  pressure 
reading  taken  at  each  hydrant  and  later  transferred  to  a  permanent  record  file. 

As  in  the  past  few  years  we  had  very  harmonious  labor  relations  between  the  Fire 
Department  Union  and  the  Town.  We  were  the  first  to  agree  and  sign  a  Labor 
Contract  for  1984  -  1985.  This  all  adds  up  to  very  good  feelings  between  the 
Department  Members  and  Management  making  all  our  jobs  more  amicable. 
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Z-rir.g  the  year  1984  we  had  four  (4)  members  out  on  job  related  injuries. 
This  put  a  crimp  in  filling-in  for  vacations  and  consequently  required  more 
Overtime  -cr.ev  than  would  normally  be  necessary.  Two  members  were  out  on 
back  injuries,  one  on  torn  knee  ligaments,  and  one  on  a  heart  condition  which 
will  necessitate  his  retirement  in  the  near  future.  One  of  the  injured  men 
with  a  back  injury  volunteered  to  assist  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  and 
this  has  given  a  tremendous  boost  to  Captain  Thomas,  Fire  Prevention  Officer. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  approximately  $  2,700=00  worth  of  foam  donated  to 
us  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Essex  County  Fire  Chiefs  Association  and 
the  New  England  Power  Company  in  Salem. 

Both  Fire  Stations  should  be  brought  up  to  the  State  Safety  Standards  with 
the  installation  of  Fire  Alarm  Systems  and  an  Emergency  Generator  at  the  Essex 
Street  Station. 


Our  top  priority  in  Ecuipment  is  the  replacement  of  our  present  1952  Aerial 
Ladder  Truck  with  an  Aerial  Platform.  The  present  Ladder  Truck  is  in  poor 
condition  and  could  develop  a  major  breakdown  at  any  time.  This  would  create 
a  very  serious  problem  as  replacement  could  take  well  over  a  year  and  the 
availability  of  a  spare  aerial  ladder  for  such  a  long  period  of  time  is  most 
Questionable.  I  urge  immediate  action  be  taken  in  this  endeavor  so  that  no 
more  time  will  be  lost.  We  have  two  high  rise  buildings  for  our  senior  citizens 
and  an  aerial  platform  would  allow  much  faster  and  safer  evacuation  if  internal 
exits  were  not  tenable.  It  would  be  very,  very  difficult  to  take  these  people 
over  a  conventional  aerial  ladder  to  safety. 
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As  mentioned  earlier  in  this  Report,  we  have  had  several  injuries  during 
the  past  year.  Total  days  lost  due  to  injuries  was  one  hundred  sixty-five. 
(165).  This  does  not  include  any  days  lost  due  to  general  sickness.  It  should 
also  be  brought  out  that  we  have  fewer  and  fewer  "young"  people  in  the  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  total  number  of  forty-four  fire-fighting  personnel,  eighteen  have 
twenty  or  more  years  of  service  and  nineteen  have  between  ten  and  twenty  years 
of  service.  I  am  requesting  the  addition  of  five  men  to  the  Department.  By 
placing  one  man  in  each  Group  we  will  then  have  a  total  of  eleven  men  per  shift 
when  no  one  is  out  on  sickness,  injury,  vacations  etc.  The  fifth  man  is  needed 
to  assist  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau,,  As  you  could  see  from  reading  this 
Report,  the  work  load  is  just  too  much  for  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  to  cope 
with  under  present  conditions.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  1969  we  had 
a  total  of  fifty-three  fire-fighters  in  this  Department.  Now,  over  fifteen  years 
later  we  have  forty-four  fire -fighters.  Think  of  the  changes  in  the  Town  over 
this  period.  High-rise  for  senior  citizens,  condominiums,  apartment  houses, 
additional  shopping  centers,  new  home  construction.  All  these  things  have  been 
added  while  our  man-power  has  been  subtracted.  I  am  as  concerned  as  any  other 
citizen  in  our  Town  with  the  concept  of  dollars  and  cents,  but  I  am  also  very 
much  concerned  with  something  else   -  COMMON  SENSE.  Let  us  not  further  delay 
the  acquisition  of  our  urgently  needed  aerial  platform  and  the  five  additional 
men.  I  respectfully  request  the  support  of  all  bodies  concerned,  Town  Manager, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  and  Town  Meeting  Members  as  well  as  all 
our  citizens.

Re:  Fire  Prevention  Activities  Report  for  1984. 

1.  Places  of  Public  Assembly  were  inspected  periodically  throughout  the  year. 

2.  All  Business  Establishments  are  inspected  during  the  Spring  or  Fall. 

3.  All  Nursing  Homes  were  inspected  quarterly. 

4.  Fire  Drills  were  conducted  in  all  Public  Schools  as  required  by  Law. 

5.  Oil  Burner  installations  were  inspected  for  compliance  with  State  Law  along 
with  fuel  oil  storage  tanks. 

6.  Permits  for  flammable  fluids,  gases,  and  special  permits  were  issued  on  an 
annual  basis. 

7.  Condominium  Plans  and  plans  for  new  home  construction  were  marked  for  the 
proper  location  of  smoke  detectors.  After  the  installation  of  detectors  have 
been  completed  the  locations  are  then  tested  by  Fire  Prevention  for  proper 
location  and  operation.  There  were  over  400  such  installations  in  1984. 
This  has  become  one  of  the  major  programs  in  the  Fire  Prevention  activities 
in  recent  years.  With  the  possible  saving  of  lives  this  is  a  most  gratifying 
duty  to  us.  We  feel  that  with  each  Permit  we  issue  on  compliance  it  could 

mean  one  or  more  lives  saved  in  the  future  with  much  less  damage  to  the  property. 

8.  Blasting  Permits  are  issued  and  we  have  witnessed  many  of  the  actual  blasts 
on  the  site. 

9.  All  Complaints  received  were  investigated  with  any  necessary  action  taken  to 
rectify  said  complaints. 
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10o  Gasoline  Service  Stations  were  inspected  periodically  during  the  year-  We 
have  had  some  problems  from  time  to  time  with  underground  storage  tanks 
leaking.  In  these  cases  the  faulty  or  defective  tanks  were  removed  and  replaced 
with  new  tanks  thereby  eliminating  the  problems. 

11.  Fire  Alarm  Systems  in  business  establishments ,  public  buildings,  nursing  homes , 
etc.  were  shunted  out  and  later  put  back  in  service  on  the  request  of 
contractors  or  private  alarm  companies  while  they  made  repairs  or  service  to 
the  systems.  Many  tests  were  witnessed  upon  completion  of  said  work. 

12.  Fire  Safety  Films  were  shown  many  times  during  the  year  for  the  education  of 
"baby-sitters"  as  to  the  proper  action  to  take  in  an  emergency  situation.  These 
films  were  accepted  with  great  interest  by  the  teen-agers  involved  with  baby- 
sitting. 

13.  Fire  Films  were  shown  to  pre-school  age  children  to  give  them  a  little  bit  of 
knowledge  on  what  to  do  if  their  house  w«re  to  catch  fire  and  the  dangers  of 
playing  with  matches. 

14.  Old  and  new  wood  stove  installations  continue  to  be  very  demanding  on  the  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau  with  more  and  more  such  installations  each  year.  It  requires 
in  some  cases  many  responses  before  and  after  the  installation  and  the  final 
approval  of  said  installation.

In  January  partial  usage  of  the  arena  was  granted  by  the  MJC.   The 
partial  usage  limited  the  hours  of  operation  and  types  of  programs 
that  we  could  run.

Open  Playgrounds 

This  summer's  recreational  program  was  conducted  at  the 
following  locations:    Golden  Hills,  Evans,  Stackplole, 
Lynnhurst,  Bucchierre,  Hurd  Ave.

The  numbers  included  for  criues  investigated,  solved  and  un- 
solved do  not  reflect  an  accurate  picture  oi  the  activities  of  the 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation  (B.C.I.)  ■  There  are  numerous  other 
crimes  investigated,  and  some  not,  because  of  the  shortage  of  man- 
power in  the  unit.  Crimes  such  as  numerous  housebreaks  etc.  are  not 
investigated  as  there  is  absolutely  nothing  to  go  on  and  valuable 
tim  would  be  waisted.The  bottom  line  is  that  crimes  that  are  inves- 
tigated have  to  come  in  their  order  of  priorty  ,  and  importance. 

When  the  unit  was  established  there  were  five  members,  two  men 
on  nights  and  three  on  d  a y  s .  At  the  present  time  there  are  only  t  w  o 
men  assigned  to  the  B.C.I,  who  work  the  9AM  -  5PM.  Also  days  off, 
court  time,  and  vacations  leave  the  unit  dangerously  short  handed. 

Many  man  hours  are  spent  on  crimes  that  are  solved,  and  those 
that  are  not  solved.  Certain  cases  may  go  on  for  months,  such  as 
capital  crimes  etc.  The  crimes  that  are  not  solved,  if  important  are 
well  documented,  for  further  reference  down  the  road  in  time.  Months 
or  years  later  information  may  come  forth  that  along  with  that  docu- 
mentation the  case  can  be  solved. 

As  stated  above,  the  success  rate  of  the  unit  is  quite  remark- 
able under  the  short  handed  circumstances.

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
1984  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  October  of  1984,  Stanley  W.  Day  resigned  as  Head  of  this  Department.  The  position 
was  filled  temporarily  by  Joseph  Attubato,  Foreman  of  the  Water  Division. 

The  Public  Works  Department  is  comprised  of  the  following  divisions: 

Administration  Engineering 

Building  Maintenance  Water 

Electrical  Maintenance  Sewer 

Forestry  &  Parks  Vehicle  Maintenance 

Highway  Landfill 

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE: 

Junior  High  School  -  Allmajor  leaks  on  roof  eliminated  by  putting  storm  drains  inside 
of  the  various  areas  effected.  Also,  caulked  many  windows  and  proceeded  with  on- 
going maintenance  program  at  this  location.  There  has  been  much  painting  done  in  lav- 
atories throughout  the  building.  Electric  and  plumbing  are  in  the  process  of  getting 
the  gas  line  done  over  in  the  Science  Rooms  for  their  projects  (hasn't  been  useable 
for  over  a  year). 

Veterans  Memorial  School  -  All  major  leaks  have  been  repaired  on  the  roof  and  the 
library  is  now  open  for  the  first  time  in  two  years,  (This  is  an  on-going  program 
to  maintain  leak-free  conditions).  The  cafeteria  was  completely  done  over,  painted, 
etc.  Also,  the  lavatories  have  been  cleaned  and  freshly  painted  and  many  windows 
caulked.  The  portable  classrooms  which  were  on  site  for  eighteen  years  were  demolished 
and  the  entrance  leveled  and  is  now  a  solid  wall.  The  back  entrance  to  the  kitchen  was 
repaired  after  damage  done  by  a  delivery  truck.  The  Plumbers  insulated  the  boiler  room. 
The  Electrical  Dept.  wired  in  connections  for  new  boilers  and,  at  this  point,  two  new 
boilers  have  been  installed  and  are  now  waiting  for  installation  of  the  10,000  gallon 
oil  tank. 

High  School  -  Many  leaks  over  the  gym  have  been  eliminated.  Plumbing  has  been  done 
throughout  the  building,  such  as  replacement  of  the  mixing  valve  in  the  boy's  basement 
(no  hot  water  for  one  year).  Also,  several  heating  valves  were  installed  because  of 
little  or  no  heat  in  the  various  parts  of  the  building.  Painting  has  been  done  through- 
out the  building  and  many  windows  caulked.  Chain  link  fencing  has  been  installed  and 
repaired  in  different  areas  around  the  school. 

Lynnhurst  School  -  Leaks  repaired,  windows  caulked,  doors  planed  to  allow  for  proper 
opening  and  closing. 

Qaklandvale  School  -  Leaks  repaired  in  gym  area.  More  repairs  necessary. 

Ballard  School  -  Electrical  problems  (outlets,  fans,  etc.)  repaired.  Fencing  in  rear 
of  school  repaired. 

Waybright  School  -  Hot  Topping  done  and  minor  general  repairs. 

Evans  School  -  New  Sump  Pumps  installed  by  our  plumbers;  also,  heating  problems 
(controls,  etc.)  were  taken  care  of. 

Town  Hall  -  Public  Works  Office  done  over.  Supervision  of  interior  painting  of  Hall. 
There  is  a  dire  need  for  this  roof  to  be  replaced  (leaking  badly).  Handicapped  lava- 
tory in  process  of  completion  at  rear  of  building. 

American  Legion  Hall  -  Installed  hot  water  heater  as  well  as  outside  lights.  Also, 
constructed  handicapped  ramp. 
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Ratigan  House  -  Electrical  work  done  (alarms,  lights,  etc.)  and  ceiling  lowered. 
Additional  interior  work  needed. 

Library  -  Oil  burner  contractor  worked  with  electrical  and  plumbing  to  correct  heat- 
ing system  (fumes  going  into  building).  Chimney  shall  be  cleaned  and  heating  system 
gone  over  first  of  fiscal  year. 

Pumping  Station  -  Plumber  hooked  up  new  oil  tank  (old  one  leaking  water  badly).   Blower 
motor  worked  on. 

Police  Station  -  Several  calls  of  "no  heat"  -  corrected  by  our  electricians. 

Stackpole  Field  Club  Houses  -  Plumbing  and  electrical  work  done  during  the  game  season. 

SUMMARY:  The  Building  Maintenance  Division  has  been  called  on  constantly,  during  both 
day  and  night,  to  secure  empty  school  buildings  and  the  Saugus  General  Hospital.  (Hope- 
fully, the  hospital  will  be  taken  down  and  the  schools  sold  off  to  alleviate  this  time 
consuming  and  dangerous  situation).  Town  buildings,  in  general,  are  in  need  of  con- 
stant attention,  however,  with  preventative  maintenance  and  appropriations  spent  wisely, 
as  well  as  with  good  help,  these  buildings  could  last  for  years.  It  will  take  the  effort 
of  all  concerned  -  Town  Manager,  School  Department,  and  Building  Maintenance,  to  communi- 
cate and  get  problems  resolved  before  they  become  a  crisis  -  financially  and  otherwise. 
Building  Maintenance  is  done  with  the  Electrical,  Plumbing,  and  Carpentry  personnel. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT: 

The  principle  functions  of  this  division  are  to: 

1.  Assist  the  Public  Works  Director  in  carrying  out  the  various  projects  of 
his  Department. 

2.  Compile  programs  (e.g.  water  main  installations,  street  resurfacing,  sidewalk 
maintenance,  and  sewer  main  installation)  to  be  used  as  guides  for  future  work. 

3.  Prepare  various  plans  and  specifications. 

4.  Review  plans  submitted. 

5.  Inspect  construction  projects. 

6.  Prepare  cost  estimates. 

7.  Maintain  plans  and  records  of  sewers,  water  mains,  lot  plans,  and  street  plans, 
etc. 

The  Department  played  a  major  role  in  providing  data  to  consultant  engineering  firms 
preparing  plans  for  the  following  construction  projects: 

A.  Lincoln  Avenue  Interceptor  Sewer  Project 

B.  Town's  Phase  III  Sewer  Program 

C.  Shute  Brook  Interceptor  Sewer  Project 

D.  Force  Sewer  Main  tothe  Lynn  Treatment  Plant 

E.  The  proposed  Main  Sewage  Pumping  Station. 

• 

Other  services  provided  by  the  Department  includes: 

1.  Updating  and  maintaining  the  Assessor's  plans  of  the  Town. 

2.  Updating  of  the  zoning  maps. 

3.  Supply  information  to  surveyors  concerning  street  lines  and  lots. 

4.  General  engineering  inquiries. 

5.  Reproduction  of  plans. 

6.  Prepare  a  graphic  picture  of  zoning  article  changes. 
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7.  Supply   information   and    locations    of    sewer    service    locations 
to   homeowners    and    installers. 

8.  Wrote  up  water  contract  for  Winter  Street  16"  main  for  Phase  I 
of  renewing  water  main  and  getting  rid  of  old  calamine  pipe  as 
far   as   Johnson   Road, 

9.  Wrote   up   and   had  water   job  done   on   Charles    Street,    Bennett   Avenue, 
and   Bellevue   Street. 

10.  Monitoring   construction  of   new   sewer   pumping    station   on   Lincoln  Ave. 

11.  Beckett,    Carver,    Stockade,    Thomas,    Prospect,    Riverside   Court. 

12.  Drain   job  on   Ruby  Road. 

13.  Also   504   card   for  Handicap. 

14.  Assist  Town   Planner   in  getting   grants   and   applications. 

15.  Worked  with  Assessor's    Department   in   obtaining  Aerial    Survey 
Contract    for   new   tax  maps    and   topos,    etc. 

FORESTRY  &  PARKS:     Thirty-five  three-foot  trees,   from  2"  to  42"   around,  were  cut  as 
well   as  trimming  of  various  trees.     Personnel   filled  in  with  other  Departments  when 
necessary  (mainly  Water  Division).     We  are  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  new  shed  area 
for  the  bucket  truck   (knocking  out  wall,  etc.). 

HIGHWAY:     Town  streets  were  maintained;   street  ramps  installed  in  front  of  Town  Hall; 
streets  swept  (sanded  in  Winter  months),  potholes  patched;  catch  basins  and  brooks 
cleaned  during  heavy  rain  storms;   sand  barrels  provided  throughout  the  Town  and  re- 
turned to  Yard  in  Spring;   Stop  Signs,   etc.   were  installed  on  narrow  streets  within 
the  Town;  cross  walks  and  triangles  were  painted;  burms,  etc.  were  installed;   and  extra 
fill  was  hauled  to  the  Dump.     Trash  barrels  were  picked  up  every  week   in  Cliftondale 
and  Saugus  Center.     Forestry  and  Parks  were  assisted  with  grass  cutting,   fence  repairs, 
guard  rail   fencing  placement,  marking  of  Stackpole  and  Junior  High  football   fields;   and 
Veteran's  entrance  was  bricked  up. 

SEWER:   Sewers  were  flushed  to  relieve  blockage  in  main  lines.     Broken  sewer  connections 
at  sidewalk  by  Town  Hall    repaired.     Constantly  maintained  the  Main  Sewer  Station  as 
well   as  the  various  sub-stations  which  are  located  on  Floyd  Street,   Lynnhurst,    Laurel 
Street,   Route  One,   and  Bristow  Street.     These  sub-stations     have  many  problems  -  mainly 
the  onew  on  Bristow  Street  and  Route  One  -  and  are  in  constant  need  of  emergency  repairs. 
The  Route  One  Station  was  acceptable  when  it  was   installed,   however,  with  the  increases 
into  the  sewer  line  over  the  years,   the  pumps  are  required  to  operate  constantly.     A 
similar  situation  exists  at  Bristow  Street.     Also,   the  Main  Station  is   in  dire  need  of 
major  work  but,  with  the  new  pumping  station  coming  on  line  in  two  years,  we  will   hope- 
fully be  done  with  breakdowns  and  extra  time  and  money  being  spent  on  this  Station. 
Construction  has  been  started  as  of  January  1985  on  the  new  Main  Sewer  Station.     Phase 
Four  Sewer  was  completed  in  1984  and  there  will   be  one  more  Phase  left  to  be  done  in 
1985  including  the  Forced  30"  Main  to  Lynn.     There  is  a  program  on  a  yearly  basis  for 
infiltration  into  sewer  main  lines  and  manholes,   and  smoke  tests  done  for  illegal 
hookups.     This  is  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health. 

WATER:     One  thousand  feet  of  8"  Water  Main  Pipes  were  installed  at  Tower  Road  and  Home- 
land Avenue.     Tower  Road  was  tapped  off  the  16"  Main  that  feeds  No.    Saugus  standpipe  so 
that  now  Woodland  Avenue,   Great  Woods  Road  and  Hobson  Street  have  more  pressure  and 
volume  in  the  domestic  supply  and  the  fire  hydrants.     Piping  was  installed  in  Homeland 
Avenue  for  homes  that  were  on  wells.     Approx.   ten  new  hydrants  were  installed  and  twelve 
repaired.     Major  breaks  occurred  and  were  repaired  in  front  of  St.   Margaret's  Church  and 
near  the  North  Revere  line  -  both  on  old  8"  cement  mains;   break  repaired  at  26  Dudley 
Street  and  on  Route  One  northbound  near  Augustine's  Restaurant.      Eight  water  service 
leaks  were  repaired  throughout  the  Town.     Water  Meter  Readers  have  passed  the  three- 
quarter  mark   in  their  coverage  of  the  Town.     The  on-going  process  of  outside  meter 
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WATER  -  continued.. . 

installation  remains  in  progress.  Water  samples  are  taken  weekly  throughout  the 
Town  and  reported  to  MDC.  There  are  other  projects  for  looping  water  mains  in  the 
near  future  at  Bennett  Avenue  and  Forest  Street.  Numerous  water  breaks  have  taken 
place  on  Sewer  Projects,  namely  in  the  Golden  Hills  area,  also  on  the  Essex  Street 
Project  and  Water  and  Walnut  Street  areas.  These  breaks  occured  when  contractors 
were  drilling  and  blasting  to  complete  the  laying  of  sewer  lines. 

The  above  is  a  summary  of  the  projects  performed  from  June  1984  to  date  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  under  the  direction  of  Stanley  W.  day  and  Joseph  Attubato.
